REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Mrs. Chairman and Members of the School Board: 


_ I have the pleasure to submit for your considera- 
tion my second annual report of the Thornton school 
district. This report includes a full report of the 
school year 1919-1920 and a partial report of school 
year beginning Sept. 1, 1920. 

The school census showed 58 boys and 59 girls or 
a total of 117 pupils in town between the ages of 5 
and 16 years; 91 pupils registered as members of local 
public schools Sept. 30; 18 pupils attending high 
school; and 7 attending elementary schools outside of 
district—or a total of 101 in school. Pupils not regis- 
tered in any school,—13 between 5-8 years; 2 between 
8-14, and one between 14-16. 

The report of the medical inspection made by 
Doctors H. A. Cheney and F. J. Drury showed 82 
pupils examined and the following defects: Malnutri- 
tion 4, detective vision 15, anemia 3, cardiac disease 8, 
defective teeth 47, hypertrophical tonsils 15, adenoids 
10, enlarged glands 10, unvaccinated 138, and 9 without 
proper excuse. 

The school survey corrected to Nov. 1, 1920, shows 
25.2 per cent of pupils at age and 74.8 per cent re- 
tarded. The pupils retarded, one or more years, in # 
school system should not be more than 20 per cent. 

The Lyford school has been remodelled and is 
now in excellent condition with the exception of a leak 
about the chimney. When a jacket is secured for the 
stove, the building will be modern. 

The toilets at West Thornton have been put into 
excellent condition and the roof shingled. 

New slate boards have been purchased for the 
Center school but not all have been put up. The 
building has been shingled. 

Your building committee did most excellent work. 

The lighting should be changed at West Thornton 
and at the Center, jackets secured for all the stoves, 
the roof shingled at Mad River and underpinning 
repaired.

The Center and Mad River school buildings are 


in need of a coat of paint which will be added when 
other repairs are made. 

Standard tests have been given in the schools as 
well as some special cases tested. By means of them 
we are in hopes to find our weak spots and try to 
correct the same. 

The attendance is very poor in some of the 


schools. The Center school has been broken up by — 


sickness. The parents should assume more respon- 
sibility for school attendance. | 

I solicit the co-operation of the parents, teachers 
and pupils to see if we cannot put our schols upon a 
better basis. One cannot do it alone, but with united 
action I am sure it can be done. ete 

Fred S. Adams and Beatrice Brown are the only 
pupils with a perfect attendance record.
